British v. Foreign 
Equipment. 


In his report for 1920 the Medical 
Oller of Health to the Manchester 
Port Sanitary Authority, Dr. W, F. 
Dearden, points out that the 192y 
report showed, from Manchester ex- 
perlente in ships’ hygienic ecquip- 
ment, that pre-1918 foreign ships 
were worse than British ships of the

EFFECT OF PLACING ORDER ON 
' CLYDEBANK. =" 


The big event in the shipbuild- 
ing world is matcrialising. The 
order for the new Cunarder has 
been settled, but it is known that 
work on the vessel cannot be 
started for some time yet, says 
the Journal of Commerce. 

Nevertheless, the fact that the 
ship hay been placed“is of vast 
importance, but only to the Clyde- 
bank establishment, but to many 
industries. in the country and 
thousands of workers who will 


directly and indirectly ~ find ‘em. 


‘ployment, 

Tf. the ‘work of building the 
vesgel, itself is concentrated at 
Clydebank the equipment of such 
a large and costly ship must in- 
volve a multitude of trades, which 
in one way and another will bene- 
fit from the order. And, it may 
be said, that there probably never 
was a time when the work on such 
@ vessel was more welcome than at 
the present moment, 

From this .point of view the 
Cunard directors have given out 
their order just when it is most 
needed. The effect cannot be felt 


for months to come; no doubt, but 


when the inquiries fot materials 
and specialities begin to circulate 
there will be'a fillip to many sub- 
sidiary industries of which’ they 
stand much in need. ~

Inquiry. 


‘JURY'S - ADE : 


Evidence concerning the. wate in 
the arrival of the ambulance’ con- 
cluded the inquiry, yesterday after. 
noon, by Mr. R. E, Lindsell and a 
Coroner's Jury into tho Gloucester 
Building tragedy which cost the life 
of four Chinese workmen. 

Chan Yu-chin, a telephone clerk 
at the Central Fire Station, said 
that. he recelved the first call for an 
ambulance ‘at 10.19° a.m, on June 
28, from Jardine’s. Seven minutes 
later a-Chinese ’phoned, and at 10.25 
a call came from the Central Police 
Station. As there was no. ambul- 
ance at the time, witness telephoned 
to the Tung Wah Hospital and 
they promised to send -an ambul- 
ance, ». 

According (to Mr. B. Gt 
Buckeridge there. were two ambul- 
ances at the Fire Station. “On the} 
28th only one was , avallable, the 
other having been, damaged | the’ 
previous afternoon. 
ance which was doing duty on.the 
28th was called out to the Naval 
Hospital at 10 am. It was, not 
until 10.60 that. the ambulance be- 
came .free and‘ as soon as the 
dresser communicated with the 
Station for further orders it was| 
cent to Gloucester Building. 

After an absence of five minutes, 
the jury returned with’ a verdict of 
accidental death, They were | satis- 
fied that the. delay inf the ‘frrival 
of the Fire Brigade ambulance 
was due to unavoidable ¢ircum- 
stances. They, further, added a 
rider with respect to the accident 
itself. The rider sas as followa:— 
This jury considers that for the 
protection . of the public" the 
supervision of the erection of such 
a structure should be brought with- 
In the ‘province of a responsible 
authority. :

WRONG MEDICINE. 


TRAGIC DEATH OF A LEPER 
CHIEF. : 


Manila, July 12. 

Investigation ‘conducted — by: the 
secret service regarding, the sudden 
death of Dr. Eloy V.° Pineda, chief 
of the leper division of the San 
Laearo Hospital, wasidropped Inst 
night when it was ‘established to the 
antisfaction ‘of the investiyators 
thnt no one was to. blame for the 
trayedy but himself. 

The trend of police investigation 
regarding his death was to establish 
responsibility for carelessness either 
in the @Hing of a prescription or 
else the nuthor of the prescription, 
for the sulphate of barium , which 
was bought from a local drug store. 

Detectives came into possession 
of gxtoctor’s prescription written 
in*Dr, Pineda’s own handwriting 
calling for 80 grams of commercial 
sulphate of barium which was filled 
und sold to Dr. Pineda by a drug 
store on the Eseolta, 

Dr. Sixto de los Angeles, chiei 
of the medicolegal division of the 
college of medicine, University of 
the Philippines, who performed the 
autopsy on the body, of Dr. Pineda, 
stated Jast night that he has estab- 
lished it as a fact that the doctor 
met death by poisoning due to the: 
effect of the chemical. 

Dr? De los Angeles explained that 
the clinical solution of sulphate of 
barium igs not poisonous, but wat 
Dr, Pinéda drank, according to the 
U, P. professor, was the commercial 
solution of the chemical, _ which fs 
very poisonous, 

Dr. Pineda bought the drug be 
leving that he had ulcers of the 
stothach. The drug was for the 
purpose of blackening the intes- 
tines of facilitate the taking of clear 
X-ray photographs, However, Dr. 
De los Angeles announced that he 


‘found that Dr, Pineda was not suf- 


fering from ulers of the stomach, | 

Dr, Pineda drank the chemical 
qhich he bought at dinner time 
on Thursday night. At 9o clock a 
few minutes ‘aftér he had taken the 
medicine, , he noted symptoms of 
poisoning. He immediately called 
Dr. Catalino Gavino, chief of the 
San Lazaro Hospital, saying he was 
attacked with cholera. 

Dr. Gavino trented Dr. Pineda as 
a cholera patient, but realised too 
late that his patient was the victim 
of poisoning. Dr. Pineda died at 


» tabout 5 a.m. yesterday. 


Dr. Pineda was a graduate ‘ot the 
college of medicine and surgery of 
the University of the Philippines, 
class of 1920, In 1922, he was ap- 
pointed assistant pathologist of the 
modern leprosy treatment  etation |-

MOE.” 


It is one thing to predict the 
day of one’s demise, and It is-an- 
other to have that prediction come 
true. This {s the. story of the 
aged Mo Yung-tse, better known 
na “Old Moe.” Old Moe, says the 
Shanghai Times in its issua of 
July 15, wag the oldest coolie in 
point. of service and years in the 
employ of the local office of the 
Dollar Steamship Company. 

Qld ‘Moe was a great believer 


in fortune-tellers, whom he con-|' 


stantly ‘consulted. . Last week 
Moe, who was a privileged char- 
acter with company officials, 
startled them by announcing . his 
resignation. Mr. Geqrage' J. Me- 
Carthy, assistant general passen- 
ger agent, a other officials 
tried"to dissuade the aged coolic 
from leaving... Their words fell 
vpon deaf--ears. ‘Moe was firm 
and, determined. Pressed, for on 
explanation, '" Moe ‘stated that he 
had visited ‘hia’ favourite fortune- 
teller, that the said fortune-telle: 
had gazed ‘apon a glass ‘ball—pre- 
rumably~a crystal’ gazer—and that 
the glass, turned red. 

The fortune-teller, according to 
Moe, then told him that his time 
had come, naming the day and 
hour in which hia spirit would 
leave the flesh, which, Moo stated, 
would be Monday at 11 om. as 
foreigners reckon the‘ time.- 

The. officials, were sympathetic 
but amused. They felt that Old 
Moe would soon return to his job. 
That was last Friday. faturday 
and Sunday passed. No Moe, 
Came Monday. Still no Old Moe.

Replying to the Asiatic Insur- 
anée Company's defence that the 
premises were used as a motor 
.kirage,. in the case in. which 
Kwok Ku-loong (trading ‘as Tuck 
are 
claiming from that insurance com- 
pany $21,000, the sum for which 
plaintif’s factory at Outram Road 
was | insured, Mr. BR HK 
Battishitl said that in o photo. 
graph taken after the factory was 
destroyed by fire two lorries were 
shown. One had been backed up 
against a platform in the {ce fac- 
tory' portion of the building; it 
had been backed up there pre- 
paratory to being loaded with 
ice, The other lorry. was a little 
divtance ‘away. 

The Sire happened between two 
and three o’clock in the’ morning. 
People who sold ice began busi- 
ness very early, and the evidence 
would “be that they ‘started at 
about “that time. and that one 
lorry was about to be loaded and 
the other was awaiting its turn 
when the fire broke out. 

The only man actually on the 
>cene was an ollman working in 
the ice factory, and he would des- 
cribe what he knew about It. He 
did not. see the beginning of the 
fire, which was started by the 
falling of an, off lamp, : 

There was another matter, pro- 
ceeded counsel, and. that was that 
at the time of the fire there was 
a*car in the vermiceli factory 


portion of the building. "With re- |* 


ward to that, it would be- stated 
that it was an old cat undergoing 
repairs, and that its engine had 
been taken from it; there was no 
petrol in the car,’ 


‘Allegation of Fraud. 

Proceeding, Mr. Battishill anid 
that defendants asked - piaintify 
for the discovery of his bobdks re- 
Inting to stock, ond then, because 
they were dolng their best to 
avoid settling up, made a dellber- 
ate accusation that ‘the’ books | 
were fraudulent, basing that nc- 
cusation on the fact that a num- 
ier of pages had been -extracted. 
The explanation of those missing 
Pages, Mr. Battlehill said, was 
perfectly simple. Plaintiff was na 
Chinese running his own business 
in .u small way, and he used an 
eld book, tearing out some ‘pages 
that had been used. 

Counsel submitted, with regard 
to the charge of fraud, that ns 
far as the ice factory was con 
cerned the books did not purport 
.to show the machinery. purchas- 
ed; all it showed were purchases 
and sales. As to the books re- 
lating’to the vermicelli business: 
which had-not yet been stavted 
when the fire took place, they 
showed details of the machinery, 
As to the value ‘of.the machinery 
that had been destroyed, ‘ expert 
avidence as to value before the 


{fire was, counsel submitted, admis- 


sible, and evidence would be called. 
Mr. George Watt, 2 consulting 
engineer, called by plaintiff, sald 
he had known the Outram Road ice 
works, the subject of that suit, for 
10 years, during which time he had 
acted as visiting engineer. After 
the, fire, on instructions, witness 
visited the works with a view to 
forming an opinion of the value of 
the . factory.’ In assessing .the 
vermicelll machinery at $18,000 
and the fee machinery at $25,000, 
witness was agsisted by his know- 
edge of the things he was valuing 
before the fire occurred. A year 
prior ‘to the fire the vermicelli 
machinery was’ - there, but witness 
did not see it in.use, | 
Fire Brigade : Officer's Evidence. t 
Mr. A. Platt, second engineer at 
the Singapore Fire, Brigade, was 
‘called as a witness, When he eald 
that he formed the opinion that 
the fire had, been cauged by the 
falling of an off Tamp, which ap- 
parently had been hanging from 3 
nail driven into a beam, his Lorde 
ship asked how he arrived at ‘that

Replying to Mr. BE. A. Stevens, 
With Whom. appeared Mr. D. K. 
Walters, counsel for defendants, 
‘witness said his account ‘books 
from 1924 to 1928 he had destroy. 
éd. ‘There was no carry-forwird 
Into his 1929 accounts of the value 
of his assets. 

Mr. Stevens: How are we to 
know-the machinery for which you 
claim is youra? 

Witness’: I have a receipt for 
what I paid for the factory. It is 
with my lawyer, 

A receipt for $8,000, dated in 
1927, for the gocdwill of the Ice 
factory was produced. 1 

Mr, Stevens: I thought you 
bought it in 1927, 

Witness replied that the docu- 
ment dated 1927, which he produc- 
ed, was an assignment drawn up | 
in English by lawyer in 1927, 
from a translation of the actual 
deed of sale, which’ was in 
Chinese, and dated in 1924, the.

SAFETY. GLASS. 


Difficult Problem to Keep 
- Out Dust.. — 


One of the most difficult pro- 
blems with which the manufac- 
turers of safety. glass have to con- 
tend, is that of keeping the fac- 
tory free from dust. Safety glass 
is ‘composed ‘of what may be term- 
ed a sandwich, consisting of a 
sheet of celluloid between two 
sheets of glass; but, it in the pro- 
cess ‘of manufacture, 
speck of dust intrudes between the 


‘| celluloid and the glasa, the sheet 


is completely ruined, and has. to 
be scrapped. 

‘This material was firat snntadies 
tured in England on a commercial 
scale by the Triplex Safety Glasa 
‘Co., Ltd, Willesden as long ago as 
1912. To cope with the ever-grow- 
ing demand, another Jarge factory 
was. established @ year or so ago. 
That is situated at King’s Norton, 
near Birmingham, and finds em- 
ployment for some 1,500 work- 
People. a: 

The manufacture of this 
material: naturally calla for meti- 
culous care. In the first Instance 
the gloss passes through a 
washing: machine where it 
fs cleaned, dried, and given 
a secret: coating. It ‘then 
passes through a refrigerated sec- 
tion, dried again in'a heated tun- 
nel and sprayed with a coating of 
special enamel. After this it is 
again sent through o drying tun- 
nel, and delivered .to the depart- 
ment whero the sheets of prepared 
celluloid are waiting. 

The three pieces of the sand- 
wich, after a further spraying with 
warm liquid, are placed. together, 
ond squeezed. A permanent bond 
ts then formed by placing the as- 
sembled sheets in presses, where 
the application of pressure and’ 
heat-is ‘brought into play. When 
the sheets. have been trimmed,

New Arrangement for 
Singapore. 


Singapore is mating another ad- 
vance in*the ‘science of traffic con- 
trol, New signals are being erected 
in Empress Place, near Anderson 
Bridge, and should be in use, 

The. new contrivance is operated 
by an electric switch and is fool- 
proof. Iuminated signals will ap- 
pear ‘on a diamond-shaped — Yack- 
ground, 

In the top-corner of the diamond 
the red-light will appear and at the 
bottom’ the green Hght will be 
placed., Left, and right of the dla- 
mond will be an amber light and a

The lights will be operated by the 
policeman on point duty and the 
stops on the switch are so placed as 
to eliminaté error.

SCIENTIFIC BRAKE TESTS. 


‘Ia’ the days “pafore ‘front ivheel 
brakes became ubiquitous the com- 
pensation and testing of tho 
existing brakes _ was important 
enough. .Maladjustmont. then was 
dangerous, but perhaps it was not 
80 dangerous ag it is to-day, in that 
drivers did not rely on their brakea 
to the same degree. The old back- 
wheel brakes were 80. ineffective 
when ‘the roads: were wet that a 
little extra inefficiency did not mako 
much difference, ‘ 

Modern ‘four-wheel brakes, even 
when incorrectly balanced, are effec: 
tlve. enough on dry roads. It {3 
after u shower of rain has fallen 
that frregularities of brake adjust. 
mont become more glaringly, and 
dangerously, apparent.- 

Yet if brakes are of sound design 
and ‘are. correctly’ adjusted, 2 car 
will stop without skidding evén on 
the most slippery surface. Tho 
diMeulty, of course, lies in obtain 
ing the proper’ adjustment; it ia 
easy enough, perhaps, -.to set the 
brakes go that they begin to apply 
equally, but it by no means follows 
that the application remaina equal 
when more pressure ja applied. - 

By far the safest—and cheapest 
way—of adjustment brakes is to 
have the operation carried out on a 
scientific brake-testing machine, 
One of the best-known of these. js 
the Bendix-Cowdrey dynamfe..brake 
tester, ‘which actually measures the 
‘braking on each wheel, ‘the reading 
belng.in terms of road pull. This 
instrument is: too, expenalve for, the 
ordimary motorist: to consider pur. 
chasing, but it ‘is probable that it 
will shortly be installed. in many 
leading garages. « .
